Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following report for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1918: 

Part I. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DURING THE CALEN- 
DAR YEAR 1917, WITH A SUPPLEMENTARY STATEMENT RELATING 
TO THE FIRST SIX MONTHS OF THE CALENDAR YEAR 1918. 

Detailed statistics of births, stillbirths, deaths, and cases of report- 
able diseases are set forth in the appendix, to which reference must 
be made for information not found in the body of this report. 

POPULATION. 

A police census taken during the calendar year of 1917 furnished the 
following figures: Total population, 395,947; of this number 293,329 
were white and 102,618 colored. The birth rates, stillbirth rates, 
death rates, and morbidity rates for the calendar year 1917 are based 
on the population as shown above. 

GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES.

— Seven thousand five hundred and nineteen live births 
were recorded during the year, equivalent to a birth rate of 18.99. 
These figures show a falling off from the previous year when the 
rate was 20.16.

Live births among the white population numbered 5,291, a live 
birth rate of 18.04, and among the colored 2,228 live birth rate of 
21.71.

STATISTICS OF ILLNESS AND DEATHS. 

General mortality. — The total number of deaths occurring during 
the calendar year 1917 was* 6,687, as compared with 6,494 for the 
preceding year. The death rate fell from 18.04 to 16.89. 

There were 182 more deaths reported during the calendar year 1917 
than in the preceding year. This increase was due in a large measure, 
it is believed, to the great increase in population resulting from the 
war activities now being carried on in the District. It will be noted, 
however, that while the number of deaths increased the death rate 
was reduced. 

Mortality by race. — The relatively high death rate in the colored 
population as compared with the death rate of the white population 
prevailed as in the previous years. For detailed statement see the 
following table:

During the preceding year 106 
deaths under 1 year of age for each 1,000 births recorded occurred. 
These figures show decrease of 9 from the previous year. 
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The death rate of white infants was 70 per 1,000, while that of 

colored infants was 160.

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Smallpox hospital, quarantine station, and leper hospital. There 

were 37 patients cared for in the smallpox hospital during the fiscal 
year 1918. The institution was in active operation on 145 days, 
the total number of patient-days' service rendered being 465. 

The average number of patients in the hospital each day during 
the period when the hospital was in active operation was 3.2 and 
the average for the entire year was 1.3. 

The average stay in the hospital of each patient was 12.5 days. 

The quarantine station was in active operation during the fiscal 
year 1918, 180 days during which time it cared for 82 inmates, the total 
number of inmate days being 723. While this institution was in 
active service the average number of inmates per day was 4. The 
average number of inmates per day calculated on the entire year 
was 1.9. The average stay of an inmate in the institution was 8.8 
days. 

The leper hospital was in active service every day during the entire 
year, the number of patients being 1. 

Ambulance service. — The ambulance for patients suffering from 
minor contagious diseases transported during the fiscal year 1918, 
530 patients on 267 days. Patients suffering from smallpox were 
removed in the ambulance provided for that purpose or in some other 
vehicle, not in the ambulance for the transportation of patients 
suffering from minor contagious diseases.

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Public crematorium. — During the fiscal year 1918, 509 bodies were 
cremated— 93 adults, 157 infants, and 259 stillborn babies. The 
total cost of maintenance was $1,807.59. In 33 cases bodies were 
cremated for persons who paid for such services, the fees from this 
source amounting to $925. Deducting this amount from the total 
cost of maintenance, the net cost to the government for maintaining 
the crematorium during the entire year was $882.59.

Bacteriological laboratory. — During the fiscal year 1918, 20,009 
specimens were examined in the bacteriological laboratory. For 
statement showing the character of these specimens and the results 
of examination see table on page 51 of this report. 

The cost of maintaining the laboratory during the year was 
$6,154.49. 

Serological laboratory. — In the appropriation act of March 3, 1917, 

E revision was made for the appointment of a serologist and the estab- 
shment and maintenance of a serological laboratory. 
The laboratorv has been maintained during the fiscal year 1918 
at a cost of $3,687.85. 

In connection with the establishment and maintenance of the 
serological laboratory arrangements were made for free laboratory 
tests for syphilis and gonorrhea. 

A printed circular was also sent to all druggists and other persons 
handling serums, vaccines, and other biological medical agents in 
the District of Columbia, giving information and instructions relative 
to the proper handling and storing of these products. 

For statement showing the amount and character of work done in 
the serological laboratory see table on page 51 of this report. 

Dispensaries. — The provisions made by Congress for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of dispensaries for the treatment of persons 
suffering from tuberculosis and of persons suffering from venereal 
diseases have been carried out in part only. After diligent search 
throughout the city for a building suitable for the purpose, the health 
department finally obtained from the General Government the use of 
the building at 409 Fifteenth Street NW. 

Before, however, this building could be used for the purposes indi- 
cated it was necessary to do extensive remodeling. This work, 
which has been in progress for several months, is now rapidly nearing 
completion. The necessary equipment has been purchased and is 
now on hand, and as soon as the work of remodeling is completed 
both dispensaries will be opened to the public. It is believed that 
these dispensaries both as to medical service and equipment will com- 
pare favorably with similar institutions anywhere in the country. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

In the District appropriation act of March 3, 1917, provision was 
made for the appointment of two additional school nurses at a salary 
of $1,000 each. It is believed that the school nurse is one of the 
most active agencies in the hands of the school authorities for the 
advancement of the physical well-being of the school children. 

A report covering the operation of the medical inspection service, 
including the work done by the school nurse, will be printed, it is 
understood, in the report of the board of education. 
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Two schools, one for the white and one for the colored pupils, are 
being maintained for the education of pupils suffering from com- 
municable forms of tuberculosis. The white class is located in the 
Hamilton School, Bladensburg Road, and during the last school year 
enrolled 12 pupils. 

The colored class is located in the Harrison School, Thirteenth 
Street between V and W Streets NW. This school had under enroll- 
ment during the last school year 29 pupils. 

During the school term 1917-18 two vacancies occurred in the 
medical inspection service; Dr. J. D. Thomas and Dr. Albert Ridgley 
resigned to accept commissions in the Medical Reserve Corps of the 
National Army. These vacancies were filled by the appointment of 
Drs. Frank E. Duehring and Peter M. Murray. 

In the appropriation act of August 31, 1918, provision is made for 
the establishment of free dental clinics in the pur lie schools and for 
the appointment of eight dental operators and four dental prophy- 
lactic operators to serve such clinics. The establishment and main- 
tenance of these clinics will result in very great benefit to school 
children. The clinics will be put in operation at the earliest practi- 
cable date.

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During the fiscal year 250 prosecutions were instituted against pro- 
prietors or managers of establishments where foodstuffs are sold for 
unclean premises, sales of unwholesome foods, or other violations of 
regulations. At the beginning of the year 32 cases were pending, 
making the total number of prosecutions 282, which were disposed 
of as follows: Nolle prosequi was entered in 93 cases; 7 were dismissed : 
personal bonds were accepted in 4 cases, fines aggregating $87 were 
imposed in 18, and forfeitures amounting to $1,054 were accepted 
in 160 cases. 

The large number of cases nolle prossed were due to the fact that 
the inspectors prosecuting the cases were drafted into the National 
Army before the cases were brought to trial. 

It might be well to call attention to the fact that fines and for- 
feitures imposed during the fiscal year just closed shows an increase 
of approximately 100 per cent over the preceding year. 

The amount and kind of foodstuffs condemned during the year will 
be found in tables on page 59 of this report. 

Detailed cost of inspection, amounting to approximately $8,632.74, 
appears in tables printed on pages 66. 

Inspection of slaughterhouses. — Fifteen slaughterhouses were under 
inspection by the health department. The larger establishments 
engaged in interstate business are, of course, subject to inspection by 
the United States Department of Agriculture and by the health depart- 
ment of the District, but the inspection of such establishments is left 
substantially to the Federal department. 

At the establishments under inspection by the health department, 
268 cattle, 33 sheep, 605 calves were examined during the year. 
The carcasses of 2 cattle were found unfit for food and condemned. 

Supervision of dairy farms. — A statement showing in detail the 
amount and kind of work done during the fiscal year 1918, with 
respect to dairy farms on which milk and cream were lawfully pro- 
duced for sale in the District of Columbia, appears in the following 
table. As in previous years, considerable quantities of milk and 
cream were brought into the District during the year from unlicensed 
farms. The department is exerting every effort by legal proceedings 
to prevent a continuance of the practice A number of cases are 
now being prepared by corporation counsel for presentation to the 
police court.

The increase in amount of low-grade milk and cream coming into 
the District of Columbia and the increased frequency of watered milk 
are, as stated in the report of last year, probably due to the high cost 
of producing milk and to the high price for w r hich it was sold during 
the year. Another factor leading to a deterioration in the milk sup- 
ply is that much milk and cream have been brought into the District 
of Columbia from dairy farms not subject to inspection by representa- 
tives of the health department. 

A number of cases have been referred to corporation counsel for 
prosecution in the police court on the charge of bringing or sending 
into the District of Columbia milk or cream without permits so to do. 

It is hoped that when these cases are presented to the court such 
heavy penalties will be imposed that may have a deterrent effect on 
these unlawful shippings. 

Bacteriological examinations were made of 1,173 samples of milk 
and cream during the fiscal year. The following table shows results 
of such examinations:

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection. — There were 9,003 complaints acted 
upon during the year. As a result 12,550 inspections were required 
to be made. Official calls, for purposes other than inspections, or for 
the service of notice inspectors in other districts, numbered 

The total number of official visits made by the sanitary inspection 
force was approximately 45,304. Violations of laws and regulations 
for the prevention and abatement of nuisances were reported in 
11,926 instances, and compliance was procured in 11,480 instances 
before the close of the fiscal year. The remaining 446 were pending 
at the close of the year. 

Informations were filed in the police court in 425 instances, charging 
violation of the laws and regulations relating to public health. In 
addition to these cases there were 47 cases pending at the close of last 
year, making the total number to be accounted for 472. In 378 
instances a plea of nolle prosequi was entered, personal bonds were 
taken in 27, collateral forfeitures in 12, fines imposed in 15, and 7 were 
acquitted, leaving undisposed of at close of the year 33. Fines and 
collateral collected amounted to $126. 

To procure the abatement of nuisances on property belonging to 
nonresident owners, 199 notices were ser ed under the assessment 
system. In all but 5 cases the nuisances were abated by the owners. 
In the 5 cases the District government caused the necessary work to 
be done at a cost of $37, which amount was assessed against the 
property. 

Sanitary inspection of places of employment. — The inspection of 
printing offices was continued during the year, as was the systematic 
inspection of bakeries, lunch rooms, restaurants, and other similar 
places, in the interest of the health of persons employed therein. 

The condition of the lunch rooms and similar establishments has 
been much improved. 

Registration of stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and 
pigeon houses, and sewage-disposal systems. — The following table shows 
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the number of stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and 
pigeon houses, and sewage-disposal systems registered and under 
observation by the health department during the fiscal vear 1918, 
the frequency with which such places have been inspected, and in a 
general way, the results.

Enforcement of the weed law. — The practice heretofore adopted of 
devoting to the enforcement of the weed law such time and attention 
as can be spared from other more important duties devolving on the 
sanitary inspection service has been continued during the year. 

Private hospitals and asylums. — During the fiscal year 1918, one 
license was issued to maintain a hospital for human beings. 

Special duties of the sanitary inspection force. — In addition to the 
regular work of the sanitary inspection force much time has been 
spent in work properly belonging to the contagious disease service. 
This has been found necessary because of the limitation imposed by law 
upon the amount that can be expended for personal services for the en- 
forcement of the laws relating to contagious diseases. 

Cost of bureau of sanitary inspection —The approximate cost of the 
sanitary-inspection service exclusive of smoke-inspection service, 
was $17,079.77. r 
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EIGHT-HOUR LAW FOR FEMALES. 

Establishments coming within the purview of the eight-hour law 
for women during the year numbered 1,892. During the year 10,704 
inspections were made; 147 complaints were received necessitating 
1 04 inspections. Six violations of the law regulating the hours of labor 
of females were referred to corporation counsel for prosecution, resulting 
in personal bonds being taken in 2 cases, fines imposed in 3 cases, and 

1 nolle prossed. The amount of fines and forfeitures was $60. The 
cost of enforcing the eight-hour law for women during the vear was 
$4,653.52. 

THE POUND SERVICE. 

The total number of animals received at the pound during the 
fiscal year 1918 was 5,822, as follows — 3,257 dogs, 2,555 cats, 7 horses, 

2 cows, 1 mule. Dogs to the number of 1,518 were captured while 
running at large, and 1,739 were surrendered for destruction or quar- 
antine by the persons having custody of them. Of the captured dogs 
95 were tagged but not muzzled, 5 were muzzled but not tagged, and 
1,418 neither tagged nor muzzled. The impounded dogs were dis- 
posed of as follows — 2,782 were killed, 287 redeemed, 157 sold, 18 
returned after quarantine. The fees collected through the activities 
of the pound service during the fiscal year 1918 were as follows: Fees, 
$594, sales $273.50, reimbursements for food $3. 

The total cost of maintaining and operating the pound service 
during the fiscal year was $6,791.51. Deducting from this amount 
the fees, etc., collected, the net cost of the service was $5,921.01. 
See table on page 60 for further details as to work done. 

By reason of the continued prevalence of rabies in the District of 
Columbia, the Commissioners on July 5, 1917, again issued a proclama- 
tion requiring the muzzling of all dogs running at large, this require- 
ment to be in effect until July 10, 1918. 

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 

On July 15, 1917, Dr. John L. Norris, assistant health officer, 
resigned to accept a commission in the National Army, and Dr. Wm. 
C. Fowler, chief of the contagious disease service was appointed to 
that position. 

Correspondence and files. — During the year 11,823 letters and 4,747 
oral complaints were received. The letters sent out by the depart- 
ment numbered 14,638. There were entered and filed 1,618 special 
reports by employees. 

The cost of maintaining this bureau during the year was approxi- 
mately $11,090.91. 

BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

Registration of births, stillbirths, and deaths. — Deaths in the District 
of Columbia, recorded by the bureau of vital statistics, during the 
year numbered 7,089. Deaths occurring outside of the District of 
Columbia, the remains being brought into the District for burial, num- 
bered 693. 
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There were 7,519 birth certificates recorded during the year and 
448 stillbirths. 

Transcripts from records. — The following table shows the number 
of transcripts issued from the records of births, stillbirths, deaths, 
and marriages during the fiscal 3 r ear 1918. The fees collected for 
these transcripts amounted to $704; 191 transcripts were issued 
without fee to various bureaus and offices of the Government.

An Act To regulate the practice of podiatry in the District of Columbia. 



Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That from and after the passage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any person, for compensation, to practice podiatry in the District of Columbia 
without first successfully having passed such examination concerning his fitness as 
the health officer of the District of Columbia may prescribe. The health officer 
aforesaid shall conduct the examination. 

No person shall be permitted to take the examination without first paying a fee of 
$10 to the District of Columbia. None of the provisions of this act shall apply to 
regular practicing physicians or surgeons. Neither shall they apply to podiatrists 
who have been practicing podiatry in the District of Columbia for one year next 
preceding the approval of this act. 

Podiatry (or chiropody ) is hereby defined to be the surgical, medical, or mechanical 
treatment of any ailment of the human foot, except the amputation of the foot or 
any of the toes; and also except the use of an anesthetic other than a local one. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than $50 nor more than $100, 
or imprisoned not less than thirty days nor more than one hundred days, or both so 
fined and imprisoned. 

Approved May 23, 1918. 

ORDER REQUIRING THAT DOGS IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA BE MUZZLED. 



Commissioners of the District of Columbia, 

Executive Department, 

July 5, 1917. 

Ordered, That under the provisions of section 7 of the act of Congress approved 
June 19, 1878, entitled "An act to create a revenue in the District of Columbia by 
levying a tax upon all dogs therein, to make such dogs personal property, and for 
other purposes," the Commissioners hereby give notice that every dog in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall, for a period of one year from and after the 10th instant, wear 
a good and substantial muzzle, securely put on, so as to prevent it from biting or 
snapping, and any dog going at large during said period without such muzzle shall 
be taken upon by the pound master and impounded.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 

August 26, 1918. 

Dr. William C. Woodward, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1918, of work done in the contagious-disease 
service, disinfecting service, and the public crematorium. The figures 
relating to administrative matters cover the fiscal year named. Those 
relating to morbidity and mortality cover the calendar year 1917. 



COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 



Figures showing the prevalence and fatality of each of the report- 
able diseases will be found with the tables relating to the disease. 
There was a decrease in the number of reported cases of anterior 
poliomyelitis, tuberculosis, and whooping cough, and an increase in 
chicken pox, diphtheria, epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis, measles, 
pellagra, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid fever. 

Diphtheria. — During the calendar year 1917, 1,130 cases of diph- 
theria, including 3 Army and Navy cases, were reported, with 37 
deaths (3.2 per cent), as against 647 cases and 33 deaths (5.1 per cent) 
in the preceding year. 

Seven institutional outbreaks occurred, as follows, a very large 
percentage of cases reported being, however, carrier cases:

A very small percentage of the cases were clinical diphtheria. If 
those in charge of institutions would culture every case upon admis- 
sion and isolate each case pending the result of the culture, much good 
miorht be accomplished and outbreaks probably prevented. Should 
a diphtheria carrier be found, that fact would be discovered before 
much harm could be done. 

From January 1, 1918, to June 30, 1918, 314 (including 59 Army 
and Navy) cases of diphtheria, with 17 deaths, as against 332 cases 
with 15 deaths for the preceding year, were reported. 

Scarlet fever.— During the calendar year 1917, 584 cases of scarlet 
fever with 8 deaths' were reported, as against 530 cases with 6 deaths 
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for the preceding year, an increase of 54 cases. The percentage of 
deaths to cases increased from 1.1 per cent to 1.4 per cent. From 
January 1, 1918, to June 30, 1918, 789 (including 147 Army and Navy) 
cases and 14 deaths were reported, as against 269 cases and 5 deaths 
for the corresponding period of the preceding year.

Typhoid fever. — During the calendar year 1917, 338 cases of typhoid 
fever with 49 deaths were reported, as against 308 cases with 46 deaths 
for the preceding year. While it is to be observed that there was 
an increase of 30 cases, the percentage of fatalities, however, de- 
creased from 14.9 to 14.4 per cent. No milk nor institutional 
outbreaks of typhoid fever were discovered during the year.

In 46.4 per cent of the cases in which information was obtainable 
the premises were well screened; 6.1 per cent of the patients had 
eaten raw oysters; 33.4 per cent had eaten raw vegetables; 27.2 per 
cent had eaten ice cream; 1.7 per cent had bathed at the bathing 
beach; 4.4 per cent had bathed in the river and at other places; 
0.8 per cent had employed new domestics; 16.8 per cent had eaten 
meals outside their own home within two weeks of onset; 2.6 per cent 
had visitors at their home; and 0.2 per cent had visited other places 
where a case of typhoid fever existed. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1918, 56 (including 3 Army and Navy) 
cases were reported with 16 deaths, as against 65 cases with 11 
deaths for the corresponding period of the preceding year. 

Smallpox.— During the calendar year 1917, 11 cases of smallpox 
were reported, all of which recovered. During the previous year 4 
cases were reported with no deaths. During the first six months of 
1918, 30 (including 1 Army) cases were reported

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Whooping cough. — During the calendar year 1917, 1,013 cases of 
whooping cough were reported with 18 deaths, as against 2,224 
cases and 41 deaths during the previous year.

— During the calendar year 1917, 3,807 cases of measles 
were reported with 14 deaths, as against 2,642 cases and 6 deaths 
during the previous year.

Tuberculosis. — During the calendar year 1917, 1,006 cases of 
tuberculosis were reported with 633 deaths, as against 1,061 cases 
and 694 deaths during the previous year. 

Pellagra. — During the calendar year 1917, 19 cases of pellagra 
with 14 deaths were reported, as against 16 cases and 9 deaths dur- 
ing the previous year. Of the 19 cases reported, 9 were white and 
10 were colored. 

Leprosy. — There were no new cases of leprosy reported. The 
department has still in its care one leper who came to Washington 
in June, 1914. 

Acute anterior poliomyelitis. — During the calendar year 1917, 6 
cases of acute anterior poliomyelitis with 2 deaths were reported, 
as against 39 cases with 6 deaths during the previous year. There 
have been no cases of the disease reported during the first six months 
of the calendar year 1918. 

Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis. — During the calendar year 
1917, 33 cases of the disease were reported with 17 deaths, as against 
6 cases with 4 deaths. During the first six months of the calendar 
year 1918, 108 cases of meningitis were reported with 22 deaths, of 
which 53 were Army and Navy cases.

DISINFECTING SERVICE. 

During the fiscal year 1917-18, 2,513 premises were disinfected 
for the diseases named: Diphtheria, 867; scarlet fever, 697; small- 
pox, 51 ; tuberculosis, 828; meningitis, 55; poliomyelitis, 15; and 
pneumonia, 1. 

The following articles were disinfected at the disinfecting station: 
Mattresses, 52; pillows, 98; rugs, 14; portiers, 5; bolsters, 9: carpets, 
11; quilts, 43; pillow cases, 8; cushions, 6; coats, 1; blankets, 25; 
spreads, 6; suit cases, 3; sheets, 21; cap, 1; strop, 1; couch covers, 
3; towels, 5; scarfs, 2; suits of underwear, 2; total, 326. 

In the fiscal year 1916-17, 1,794 premises were disinfected and 
1,486 articles. 

PUBLIC CREMATORY. 

During the fiscal year 1918, 509 bodies were cremated— 93 adults, 
157 infants, and 259 stillborn babies. The total cost of maintaining 
the crematory, including personal service, repairs, supplies, etc., 
was $1,686.83. 

Estimating the bodies of 157 infants as equivalent to 14 adult 
bodies, and excluding stillborn children altogether, an equivalent 
to 107 adult bodies were cremated. Figured on 107 adult bodies, 
the cost of cremation for an adult body was $15.75. 

There were 33 private cremations during the year, for which fees 
were paid amounting to $925. Deducting this amount from the 
total cost of maintenance, the net cost to the Government for the 
maintenance of the crematory was $761.83, and the cost of cremat- 
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ing each adult body required to be buried at public expense was 
$10.15. 

The crematorium was in operation during the year 103 days.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF FOOD INSPECTOR. 

July 1, 1918. 

Dr. Wm. C. Woodward, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operation of the food-inspection service during the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1918. 

Dairy farms. — A comparative statement showing the number and 
location of dairy farms from which milk is sold in the District of 
Columbia, the number of cattle on such farms, and the frequency of 
farm inspections, for the fiscal year 1917-18, is submitted. (See 
p. 19.) There was a decrease during the year of 8 in the number 
of dairy farms registered and a decrease of 721 in the number of cattle. 

The small decrease in the number of licensed farms is remarkable 
considering the large number of men having been drafted for the 
National Army or left the farms for positions paying higher salaries 
at this time. All licensed dairy farms and applicants for licenses 
having been accepted were inspected within the past six months. 
Within the past year special attention has been given to the uni- 
formity of scoring dairy farms by inspectors of the department. 
The purpose of the score card used in this connection with the inspec- 
tion of a dairy farm is threefold: (1) To insure thoroughness on the 
part of the inspector; (2) to inform the dairy farmer with fullness and 
exactness of detail wherein his farm falls short of the ideal dairy farm; 
(3) to inform the health officer with such exactness as is possible by 
a written report of the conditions existing on the farm. Unless the 
score card accomplishes these results, it falls short of its purpose. 
In order that the dairy farm inspectors might use the score card so 
that its object will be accomplished, monthly conferences were held 
at the health office and on the dairy farms, at which time the various 
items of scoring were discussed and a definite decision as to the correct 
score determined. These methods have resulted in very satisfactory 
scoring of dairy farms for the past year. 

Tuberculosis and tuberculin testing. — Fifteen thousand two hundred 
and sixty-nine cattle on farms producing milk for sale in the District 
of Columbia were reported as being officially tested during the year. 
Of the cattle reported, 14,715 passed, 448^ reacted, and 106 were 
regarded as suspicious. Reports from these herds which are regu- 
larly tested are still gratifying in that practically no reactions are 
noted. The percentage of iuberculous animals found increased from 
3.3 to 3.6 per cent, due to the importing of new cows on the dairy 
farms already registered. 

Dairies. — There was a decrease in the number of inspections of 
dairies this year, due in part to the fact that the inspector assigned to 
this work has been required, as heretofore, to devote a portion of his 
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time to investigating and obtaining data relative to unlicensed milk 
shippers sending milk into the District of Columbia. 

Pasteurization and grading. — From the results of examination of 
specimens of milk sold in the District of Columbia it is evident that 
the pasteurization of milk should be under the control of the District 
government, and I so recommend ; and further, that all milk sold here 
be required to be labeled as of a specified grade, such grades to be 
established by law. 

Milk cans. — Approximately 25,180 milk cans being returned to pro- 
ducers were examined during the year. Of this number 465 were 
tagged so as to notify the owner that such cans were not suitable for 
the purpose for which they were being used. Invariably this tagging 
resulted in the discontinuance of the use of the cans for shipping 
milk. 

Inspection of markets, groceries, and other places where foods are pre- 
pared for sale and sold. — There was an increase in the number of in- 
spections of places of this character during the year, accounted for 
by the systematic routing of the inspection districts. This year no 
restaurant was granted a license by the health department until the 
applicant had placed the lunch room in a sanitary condition. It is 
my opinion that markets, grocery stores, and other places where food 
is sold should be equipped and constructed for the purpose to which 
such places are to be put to the satisfaction of the health officer, 
before being licensed each year. The percentage of prosecutions 
referred to the District branch of the police court for places of this 
character increased in fines and forfeitures 111.10 per cent over the 
year 1917. 

Inspection of slaughterhouses. — There are 15 slaughterhouses in the 
District of Columbia, and they were examined 234 times. At the 
time of slaughter 268 cattle, 33 sheep, and 605 calves were inspected. 
The carcasses of two cattle were found to be unfit for food and were 
denatured with oil. It is recommended that all animals slaughtered 
in the District of Columbia for food be inspected and passed before 
their carcasses are permitted to be sold for food. 

Communicable diseases of animals. — Two hundred and sixty dogs 
were reported to the health department as rabid, and were examined 
by the department veterinarians. The increase in the number of 
reports received was due to the fact that members of the police depart- 
ment had been ordered to report to the health department all cases 
where persons are found to have been bitten by dogs, and such cases 
have been received and acted upon. 

Recommendations. — I recommend that an additional section to the 
regulations for the government of dairies and dairy farms be again 
recommended to the commissioners as follows : On and after July 1 , 
1918, all cattle on any dairy farm on which milk is produced for sale 
in the District of Columbia shall be free from tuberculosis, as demon- 
strated by the application of an official tuberculin test, the test to be 
applied once each year or as often as the health officer may deem it 
necessary. 

It is further recommended that said regulations be amended so as 
to provide that no milk or cream brought or sent into the District 
of Columbia for sale or manufacture, or be sold, stored, held for sale, 
or offered for sale in this jurisdiction, unless said milk or cream be kept 
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at a temperature not exceeding 50° F., and that no utensils used to 
receive th 4 milk as secreted from the udder of the cow shall have an 
uncovered opening at the top exceeding 7 inches in diameter. 

It is recommended that section 12a of an ordinance to prevent the 
sale of unwholesome food in the District of Columbia be amended so 
as to provide that no market, store, or stall where food is offered for 
sale and sold shall be established, maintained, or continued without a 
certificate from the health officer that the premises are in a sanitary 
condition and suited to the conduct of such business. 

Recommendation is also made that the manager of every cold-stor- 
age plant in the District of Columbia be required to keep a record, 
accessible to the health department, of the movement of perishable 
food products into and out of his plant. 

It is further recommended that all dealers, whether indoors or 
out, in meat or other food which is not commonly washed, peeled, or 
cooked before being eaten, be required to provide cases for displaying 
such articles, so that such food will be protected from flies and other 
insects, as well as to prevent indiscriminate handling of these products 
by prospective purchasers.

It will be noted that there has been a steady increase in the 
percentages of cream containing less than 20 per cent butter fat 
and of milk containing less than 34 per cent fat during the last 
four fiscal years. The latter condition is probably due, as stated in 
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my report for 1917, to the wider introduction of Holsteins into the 
herds supplying this District. While the milk so produced is whole- 
some, it has a tendency toward lower fat content and increased 
volume, the latter condition being of great advantage to the producer 
in these days of high milk prices. The large proportion of cream in 
samples containing less than 20 per cent fat indicates, in my opinion, 
that our standard is somewhat too stringent. 

The percentage of milk samples containing added water is about 
the same as last year, which is too high. Undoubtedly, the unsatis- 
factory status of the milk laws in this District, which condition, it is 
hoped, has now been relieved, had encouraged some shippers in the 
practice of watering milk. The unusually large demand for milk in 
the District, due to the influx of a large number of war workers and 
the high prices prevailing, have probably led to a greater amount of 
watering than usual. It is hoped that the more vigorous handling 
of these cases in the courts which was manifested during the past 
fiscal year will result in less watering in the future.

All of the samples of water from dairy farms were classed sa 
suspicious. From private wells, 50 per cent showed no evidence of 
pollution, 25 per cent were classed as suspicious, and 25 per cent 
were condemned. From public-school wells all the samples were 
free from injurious contamination. Of the samples from public 
wells 63.88 per cent were free from pollution, 16.34 per cent were 
classed as suspicious, while 19.78 per cent were condemned; 48.78 
per cent of the bottled waters examined were free from injurious 
contamination; 17.07 per cent were classed as suspicious, while 34.15 
per cent were condemned as polluted. 

MISCELLANEOUS SAMPLES. 

Bread.— Thirty-one samples of bread were analyzed, the composi- 
tion and relative economy of the loaves being determined. The 
results indicated that the price of bread in the District of Columbia 
was about the same in January, 1918, as in January, 1917. 

On the request of the United States Food Administration 11 loaves 
of bread were purchased in May and the net weight of each deter- 
mined as also the weight of bread received by the consumer for each 
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cent spent. It appeared from the results that the cost of bread to 
the consumer had increased 12.8 per cent between January and 
May, 1918. 

Butter. — Of the 17 samples sold as butter one was found to be 
oleomargarine. The defendant was fined $20. The other samples 
were genuine butter, but in nine cases they were deficient in fat, 
contained excess water or salt, or both. In two of these cases action 
was suspended, while the others are pending. 

Cheese. — A total of 52 samples of cheese was examined during the 
year. Of these 51 were legal, while 1 was deficient in fat. Action 
was suspended in this case. 

Dried fruits. — Of the 30 samples examined 7 were free from adulter- 
ation, while the remaining 23 contained sulphur dioxide in excess of 
350 milligrams per kilogram, the limit previously established by the 
United States Department of Agriculture. As the question of the 
sulphuring of food products is still under investigation by the Bureau 
of Chemistry, no prosecutions were recommended in these cases. 

Hamburger steak. — Thirty-nine samples were purchased and exam- 
ined for preservatives, artificial color, and wholesomeness. Of these, 
35 samples were free from adulterants, while 3 were filthy, decom- 
posed, and unfit for food. Collaterals of $20 were forfeited in two 
of these cases, while one is pending. One sample was found to con- 
tain sodium bisulphite and the vendor was fined $20. 

Lard. — During the year 71 samples sold as lard were submitted 
for analysis. Of these, 66 were genuine lard, free from adulterants; 
3 contained beef stearin, while 2 contained both cottonseed oil 
and beef stearin. Fines aggregating $60 were imposed on the 
vendors of the adulterated samples. 

Nut margarine — This product, which has assumed quite an im- 
porant role as a substitute for the high-priced butter, was sampled. 
Of the 33 samples analyzed only one was illegal, containing animal 
fat. This case is pending. 

Oleomargarine.— Of the 15 samples purchased as oleomargarine 
10 were legal, 2 were slightly deficient in fat, 2 were deficient in fat 
and contained excess water, while 1 was a nut margarine. No prose- 
cutions were recommended in these cases. 

Oysters. — The practice of many oyster dealers of shucking their 
oysters into a vessel containing a layer of water seems so fixed that 
it is difficult to break them of it in spite of the fact that it has been 
demonstrated to them that a watered product results. Their per- 
sistence in this bad habit, together with careless or too long washing 
of the oysters, has led to the sale of much " watered stock" in this 
District. This is, of course, a double fraud, as a watered oyster swells 
and appears to the average consumer of finer quality than it really 
is. Furthermore, since the watered oyster absorbs a substantial 
amount of water, the consumer is paying oyster prices for water. 

Of the 81 samples of oysters submitted for analysis, 44 were unadul- 
terated, 7 were classed as suspicious, while 30 samples contained sub- 
stantial amounts of added water. Action was suspended in 17 cases, 
in 3 cases a nolle prosequi was entered, while fines and forfeitures 
aggregating $170 were assessed in the remaining cases. 

Sugar.— Twenty four samples of sugar were examined and found 
free from adulterants. One sample contained a trace of foreign veg- 
etable tissue, probably derived from the bin in which the sugar had 
been stored. 
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Five samples of sugar which had been damaged by fire were sub- 
mitted for analysis to detemine if fit to use in the manufacture of 
sirups. Four samples were caramelized to such an extent that they 
were rejected, while one sample was passed. 

Examinations for presence of "glass" — As a result of the publication 
of several sensational newspaper articles stating that ground glass 
had been found in various articles of food consigned to our soldiers 
and sailors and that this was part of a diabolical German plot, the 
public was thrown into a state of hysteria on the subject of " glass" 
in food products. Every time someone felt something gritty between 
his teeth, or suffered a slight attack of indigestion due to some 
dietary indiscretion, at once the newspaper articles were recalled and 
the cry of " glass" arose. As a result of this hysteria a total of 76 
samples of a wide variety of food products was submitted to the 
laboratory to determine whether glass was present therein. Of these, 
18 samples were submitted through the police department. Among 
the samples submitted were hominy, jelly, candy, ice cream, canned 
goods, cereals, sausage, cakes, bread, sugar, salt, milk, peanut butter, 
cheese, and cooked meat. Of the 76 samples examined glass in appre- 
ciable quantity was found in 16 cases. In many instances sand was 
found, and in one instance, a sample of rye meal, pieces of what ap- 
peared to be the burrs of a burr mill were found. In no instance was 
the character or quantity of the glass found such as to lead one to 
the conclusion that it had been added with malicious intent. I am 
of the opinion that in every case brought to the attention of this 
laboratory the presence of the glass in the food products was an iso- 
lated example of accident or carelessness. 

1 do not believe that a larger proportion of food products contain 
glass now than before the war. If we had looked for glass four years 
ago, we would probably, in my opinion, have found as large a propor- 
tion as during the fiscal year 1918. 

Examinations for the police department. — The examinations for the 
police department fall under four heads: (1) Examinations for blood 
or seminal stains; (2) examinations for the presence of poison or 
glass; (3) examinations for alcoholic content; (4) examinations for 
violations of the pharmacy act. 

Examinations for blood stains. — Three articles of clothing, a fence 
picket, a knife, and an iron bar were submitted. Two of the articles 
of clothing were found to contain blood stains, as was the fence 
picket which, it is alleged, was used bv a negro in murdering a soldier. 
The iron bar, alleged to have been used in a very brutal murder, was 
found to contain stains responding to tests for blood. These cases are 
pending. 

Examinations for the presence of poisons or glass. — Eighteen samples, 
suspected to contain glass, have been mentioned above. Fourteen 
samples were submitted for analysis to determine whether poisonous 
substances were present. All were found free from poisons or other 
injurious substances, with the following exceptions: One sample of 
coffee was found to contain oil of turpentine; a sample of pepto- 
mangan contained phenol or carbolic acid; a capsule was found to 
contain strychnine; while two powders, alleged to nave been intended 
for poisoning a horse, were found to contain arsenic and barium car- 
bonate. These cases are pending. 
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Examinations for alcoholic content. — Since the Sheppard prohibition 
law went into effect a number of varieties of " near beers" and 
cereal beverages have entered the Washington market. Twelve 
samples, comprising 11 different brands, were submitted and exam- 
ined for alcoholic content. In every instance the beverages of this 
type were found to have a very low alcoholic content, usually about 
0.30 per cent by weight. Five samples of the "hot" and " tonic" 
types of beverage were also found to have low alcoholic contents. 
Of the four liquids suspected to be beer, three were found to contain 
between 1.75 and 2 per cent, by volume, alcohol, while the other 
contained 2.8 per cent, by volume, alcohol. The defendant in the 
latter case was found guilty of selling liquor to soldiers and was sen- 
tenced to serve 10 months in jail. Of the 11 liquids suspected to be 
whisky, 5 appeared to be whisky from their alcoholic contents and 
physical and chemical properties; 4 were diluted whisky; 1 was appar- 
ently composed of whisky, water, and sugar; and 1 contained less than 
0.50 per cent alcohol. These cases are pending. 

Examinations in re violations of pharmacy act. — These included the 
analyses of two samples of insect powder which were found to be 
properly labeled in accordance with the law. Three samples of 
"Corbin's Wonderful Rheumatism Remedy," were found on analysis 
to consist chiefly of whisky and water, containing a trace of resin 
guaiac in solution and a piece of the undissolved resin at the bottom 
of each bottle. The quantity of guaiac in solution was so small that 
in order to get a medicinal dose (15 grains) the " patient" would have 
to take a whole bottle of the "cure/' in which case he would probably 
be intoxicated beyond sensation. This case was dismissed because 
it was not proved that the defendant peddled the product on the 
streets. This department has filed an information for violation of the 
Federal food and drugs act against the defendant and. the case is 
pending. 

Time consumed in police department work. — During the fiscal year 
1918 the chemist spent 58 working days, or 19.6 per cent of his working 
time, on analytical and court work for the police department. The 
assistant chemist also performed work for the police department 
during 9 days, or 3 per cent of his working time for the year. 

A number of other samples were submitted by the police department 
and these, together with other miscellaneous samples submitted 
during the year, appear in the detailed statement appended to this 
report. 

Recommendations. — It is recommended that that portion of the 
act of February 17, 1898, relating to standards for milk and cream 
sold in the District of Columbia be amended so as to read: " Eighth. 
In the case of milk, if it contains less than three and one-quarter per 
centum of fat, less than eight and one-half per centum of solids not 
fat, or more than eighty-eight and one-quarter per centum of water." 
"In the case of cream, if it contains less than eighteen per centum of 
butter fat." This is requested so that our standards may be in 
harmony with those recommended by the commission on milk 
standards and the Association of Official Agricultural Chemists. 

It is recommended further that the public passageway through the 
laboratory be closed. The almost constant traffic is a source of great 
annoyance to the laboratory force and interferes with the work at 
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times. By closing the passageway it would be possible to lock the 
laboratory and prevent the entrance of strangers in the absence of 
the chemist or his assistant, which is now impossible. At the same 
time, it will be possible to utilize the closed passageway as a store- 
room, which is badly needed by the laboratory. The details of this 
project are given in the estimates for maintaining the laboratory 
during the fiscal year 1920.

REPORT OF SEROLOGIST. 

July 13, 1918. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report of the activi- 
ties of the biological laboratories during the fiscal year 1918: 

The laboratories examined and reported upon 20,418 specimens 
during the year. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

Diphtheria. — Cultures submitted for the diagnosis of diphtheria 
numbered 15,675, as against 10,172 during the previous fiscal year. 
This increase of 5,503 was due to an outbreak of clinical diphtheria 
in certain of the schools of the District at the beginning of the school 
year, and when clinical cases were diagnosed as such, cultures of 
contacts and possible contacts were made in order that incipient 
infections might be detected and that "carrier" cases might be de- 
tected and isolated, thus preventing a widespread epidemic. Of the 
998 primary positive cultures examined, 694 were from carrier cases 
and 304 from clinical cases. 

I would strongly recommend that the department should require 
that two successive negative cultures be obtained from the nose 
and throat of the diphtheria patient before the case is released from 
quarantine. The bacteriologist has on record several cases wherein 
the culture from a patient is shown as being negative upon one 
examination and a few days later a culture from the nose and throat 
of the patient would show nearly a pure culture of the B. diphtheriae. 
Th ese studies were made upon patients in institutions where the 
cases could be controlled by the department and served to prove the 
contention that a single negative is a dangerous criterion. This 
may hold because of faulty technic in making the culture or because 
the too liberal use of throat antiseptics so attenuates the bacillus 
that it will not grow on artificial culture media, but, whatever the 
cause, it would seem to be a "safety-first" measure to require the two 
negative cultures, about three or four days apart, instead of one as 
formerly. 

Tuberculosis. — There has been a marked decrease in the number 
of examinations of specimens for the diagnosis of tuberculosis during 
the year, 1,292 being submitted in 1918, whereas there were 1,589 sent 
to the laboratory in 1917. This is not easy to understand, because, 
on account of the almost 30 per cent increase in population in the 
District within the space of a year and the resultant crowded living 
conditions, it would seem illogical that there should have been 
anything but an increase in the suspected cases of tuberculosis. It 
might be well to bring to the attention of the physicians of the city 
that with the excellent equipment in this laboratory and the uni- 
formly good results from the use of the technic of Kinyoun and 
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Dieter, the department is in a position to render them valuable 
assistance in the diagnosis of their laryngeal, bronchial and pul 
monary cases. It might be noted in the passing that only one institu- 
tion in the District submits its suspected sputum to the department 
for diagnosis. It seems to me that it would facilitate the work of 
both the various institutions and the department as well if they 
would send their sputa to this laboratory for diagnosis. It would 
release their pathologists for duties that might be more pressing and 
would aid the department in recording positive cases, which is done 
automatically upon the identification of the tubercle bacillus 

Typhoid fever.— The typhoid bacillus has been isolated from the 
excreta of persons on dairy farms that supplv milk to the District 
m two instances. The shippers' licenses were suspended until the 
persons were proven free of the infection, which undoubtedlv con- 
trolled what might have developed into a serious situation. Fewer 
specimens from suspected cases were submitted during the year and 
of the 390 blood samples tested 139 gave a positive reaction. 

1 wish to reiterate, with emphasis, the suggestion made by the 
bacteriologist m his last annual report that all who handle food be 
required to pass an examination to determine their freedom from 
typnoid. Inis would eliminate a possible means of transmission 
which might have a strong bearing on typhoid control in the future. 
. wnkw fountains.— Investigations of the various kinds of drink- 
ing fountains have been continued throughout the year, but none of 
the manufactured types has been found satisfactory from a sanitary

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WJk smd tnam.— Bacteriological exaimuationfl of milk and cream 
have been continued as during the previous year. Because of the 
fact that a larse number of the local dealers Lave retired from the 
milk business inning the year, the laboratory wanted to undertake 
a complete and thorough survey of the entire supply of milk ooiainf 
into tne District but has been handicapped by two factors — the 
inability to get and keep a trained assistant tor the bacteriologist and 
in lack of adequate transportation facilities. The latter slows up the 
work and the former brings it to an almost complete >:a:v. : .>:ill 
Owing to the great demand for trained men because ::' :he inroads 
into laboratory ranks made by the war and the rapidly decreasing 
numbers in training, the salaries offered bv private concerns seem 
more attractive than that which it is allowed us by law to pay. 

Milk as delivered to the consumer has been carefully analyzed and 
our results show that there is much to be desired. Both the B. tali 
and total bacterial content can be still further reduced by more 
careful handling and pasteurization. 

Special in*;egtig<tfion&. — Bacteriological examinations were made 
during the year of the soft drinks and mineral waters sold in the 
I )i-* Tw:- kin is :•: the mineral waters were found to be dlthy 
and unsanitary and upon action by the department one bottler is out 
of business and the other has taken steps to remedy the condition. 
Bacterial controls have been run upon methods used in hotel and 
lunch-room kitchens for washing dishes, knives, forks, spoons, etc.. 
the results showing that there is "the greatest room for improvement. 
Animals were injected with the growth from the inoculated culture 
medium. A special report of the results of these investigations is 
now being prepared by the bacteriologist. 

SEROLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

During the vear the laboratory allotted to the serological diagnosis 
of disease and" that for the propagation of diphtheria antitoxin and 
typhoid vaccine has been equipped and supplied as well as has been 
ossible on account of the existing war conditions, and work has 
een started. Considerable difficulty has been experienced in pro- 
curing laboratory equipment and supplies formerly obtained by im- 
port, but these conditions are being met by American manufacturers 
very rapidly. 

Serological diagnosis. — The Wassermann reaction is being performed 
without charge for the phvsicians whose patients are unable to pay 
the usual fee charged by the private laboratories. The outfit for the 
collection of specimens is furnished by the department. There is 
no doubt that this department of the laboratory service will be well 
patronized now that the phvsicians are becoming acquainted with 
the facilities at their command. 

Diagnosis of gonorrhea. — Outfits for the collection of specimens for 
the determination of the presence of the M. gonorrhoeae are furnished 
by the department, and these examinations are being made without 
charge for the physicians. In reporting both the Wassermann reac- 
tions and the examination for gonococci a system has been estab- 
lished whereby a number is given each specimen. This number is on 
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Dieter, the department is in a position to render them valuable 
assistance in the diagnosis of their laryngeal, bronchial and pul- 
monary cases. It might be noted in the passing that only one institu- 
tion in the District submits its suspected sputum to the department 
for diagnosis. It seems to me that it would facilitate the work of 
both the various institutions and the department as well if they 
would send their sputa to this laboratory for diagnosis. It would 
release their pathologists for duties that might be more pressing and 
would aid the department in recording positive cases, which is done 
automatically upon the identification of the tubercle bacillus. 

Typhoid fever— The typhoid bacillus has been isolated from the 
excreta of persons on dairy farms that supply milk to the District 
in two instances. The shippers' licenses were suspended until the 
persons were proven free of the infection, which undoubtedly con- 
trolled what might have developed into a serious situation. Fewer 
specimens from suspected cases were submitted during the year and 
of the 390 blood samples tested 139 gave a positive reaction. 

I wish to reiterate, with emphasis, the suggestion made by the 
bacteriologist in his last annual report that all who handle food be 
required to pass an examination to determine their freedom from 
typhoid. This would eliminate a possible means of transmission 
which might have a strong bearing on typhoid control in the future. 

Drinking fountains.— Investigations of the various kinds of drink- 
ing fountains have been continued throughout the year, but none of 
the manufactured types has been found satisfactory from a sanitary 
standpoint. However, after many attempts, a fountain has been 
perfected by Dr. Louis V. Dieter, the bacteriologist of the depart- 
ment, which has passed some rather severe bacteriological tests and 
I would recommend that its various improved features, both sanitary 
and mechanical, be brought to the attention of the commissioners 
with the idea of their adopting this type for use in the District of 
Columbia. I have found in my tests that it is practically impossible 
to contaminate the source of the stream or the stream itself in the 
course of the laboratory experiments, which means that contamina- 
tion would be even less possible when drinking from it in the ordinary 
manner. I consider this type as being in a class alone as really 
sanitary. 

Swimming pooh, etc.— Examinations of the waters of the swimming 
pools, wading pools, and municipal bathing beach have been made at 
regular intervals during the year. In some instances where instruc- 
tions issued by the department have been obseived the sanitary 
conditions, as exemplified by lowered bacterial content, have im- 
proved somewhat. Those which have been shown to be not as 
sanitary as might reasonably be expected have been brought to your 
attention in special reports from time to time during the year

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Milk and cream. — Bacteriological examinations of milk and cream 
have been continued as during the previous year. Because of the 
fact that a larere numbei of the local dealers have retired from the 
milk business during the year, the laboratory wanted to undertake 
a complete and thorough survey of the entire supply of milk coming 
into the District but has been handicapped by two factors — the 
inability to get and keep a trained assistant for the bacteriologist and 
in lack of adequate transportation facilities. The latter slows up the 
work and the former brings it to an almost complete standstill. 
Owing to the great demand for trained men because of the inroads 
into laboratory ranks made by the war and the rapidly decreasing 
numbers in training, the salaries offered by private concerns seem 
more attractive than that which it is allowed us by law to pay. 

Milk as delivered to the consumer has been carefully analyzed and 
our results show that there i3 much to be desired. Both the B. coli 
and total bacterial content can be still further reduced by more 
careful handling and pasteurization. 

Special investigations. — Bacteriological examinations were made 
during the year of the soft drinks and mineral waters sold in the 
District. Two kinds of the mineral waters were found to be filthy 
and unsanitary and upon action by the department one bottler is out 
of business and the other has taken steps to remedy the condition. 
Bacterial controls have been run upon methods used in hotel and 
lunch-room kitchens for washing dishes, knives, forks, spoons, etc., 
the results showing that there is the greatest room for improvement. 
Animals were injected with the growth from the inoculated culture 
medium. A special report of the results of these investigations is 
now being prepared by the bacteriologist. 

SEROLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

During the year the laboratory allotted to the serological diagnosis 
of disease and that for the propagation of diphtheria antitoxin and 
typhoid vaccine has been equipped and supplied as well as has been 
ossible on account of the existing war conditions, and work has 
een started. Considerable difficulty has been experienced in pro- 
curing laboratory equipment and supplies formerly obtained by im- 
port, but these conditions are being met by American manufacturers 
very rapidly. 

Serological diagnosis. — The Wassermann reaction is being performed 
without charge for the physicians whose patients are unable to pay 
the usual fee changed by the private laboratories. The outfit for the 
collection of specimens is furnished by the department. There is 
no doubt that this department of the laboratory service will be well 
patronized now that the physicians are becoming acquainted with 
the facilities at their command. 

Diagnosis of gonorrhea— Outfits for the collection of specimens for 
the determination of the presence of the M. gonorrhoeae are furnished 
by the department, and these examinations are being made without 
charge for the physicians. In reporting both the Wassermann reac- 
tions and the examination for gonococci a system has been estab- 
lished whereby a number is given each specimen. This number is on 
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an identifying card held by the physician and the same number is on 
the report card so that should the card be lost in transit between the 
laboratory and the physician for whom it is intended no unauthorized 
person may get any information in regard to the examination. As 
these results are not a matter of public record the advantages are 
obvious. 

Cerebrospinal meningitis. — Examinations are made of smears from 
the nasopharynx of persons having contact with cases of cerebro- 
spinal meningitis when the causative organism has been shown to be 
the meningococcus, in order that any person found to be infected or a 
carrier may be isolated and treated until the infection is eradicated. 
All patients suffering from this disease are proven free from infection 
by two successive, negative, nasopharyngeal cultures before they are 
released from quarantine. 

Diphtheria antitoxin.— Diphtheria antitoxin has been prepared, 
refined, and concentrated, and has been put up in handy, ready-to-use 
syringes in proper doses, both prophylactic and therapeutic, for 
administration. This antitoxin is distributed free by the depart- 
ment to those who are indigent or to whom it would be a hardship to 
be forced to pay for the product of the private manufacturers. A 
written request is required and also a statement from the physician 
that he will make no charge for administering the antitoxin. Suffi- 
cient antitoxin is on hand for all ordinary demands and the stock is 
kept fresh and potent at all times. 

Typhoid vaccine.— Vaccine for protection against typhoid fever has 
been prepared and is given free to anyone making application there- 
for The injections are given by representatives of the department 
each Saturday, between 12 and 1 o'clock, in room 8 of the District 
-Building. 

Special investigations. —Researches were made during the year on 
the biological identification of animal tissues. Rabbits were immun- 
ized against the blood serum of sheep, goat, horse, and dog, and pre- 
cipitation tests made on extracts from the muscle tissue of meat 

Eurchased as mutton by the food-inspection service. Differentiation 
etween species was possible, but the reactions were so similar as 
given by genera of the same species that the method was abandoned 
as impractical for food-inspection work. These results bear out the 
findings of the greatest authorities on the subject, notably Nutall, 
of England, and Molman, of Italy, whose researches included testing 
the reaction in the blood of several hundred species and genera of 
both warm and cold blooded animals.

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REPORT OF CHIEF SANITARY INSPECTOR. 

August 6, 1918. 

Dr. Wm. C. Woodward, 

Health Officer, District of Columbia. 

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative 
to the operations of the bureau of sanitary inspection during the fiscal 
year 1918. Tables showing the work done during the year named 
appear on pages 58 and 59. 

Organization. — The working force of the bureau of sanitary inspec- 
tion, exclusive of the inspectors provided for the enforcement of the 
eight-hour law for females, was organized as follows: One chief sani- 
tary inspector, $1,800; one assistant chief sanitary inspector, $1,400; 
eight inspectors, at $1,200; two inspectors at $1,000; three inspectors 
at $900; total force, 15; total salaries, $17,500. 

]\'orlc done. — The following is a summary of the work done:

Violations of laws and regulations for the prevention and abate- 
ment of nuisances were reported in 11,926 instances. Action was 
taken to correct the condition found, and 11,480 were corrected prior 
to the close of the fiscal year. The difference, 446, represents the 
number of cases for which notices were outstanding. There were 20 
complaints outstanding at the close of the year. 
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Prosecutions. — Informations were filed in the police court against 
425 persons, charging violations of the laws and regulations relating 
to the public health, exclusive of the smoke law. These cases were 
disposed of as follows: Nolle prosequi was entered in 378 cases; 
personal bonds were taken in 27 cases; collateral forfeited in 12 cases; 
and fines were imposed in 15 cases. There were 33 cases pending at 
the close of the fiscal year. The amount of fines and collaterals was 
$126. The same system prevailed during this year as prevailed 
previously, the assistant corporation counsel entering a nolle prosequi 
whenever the nuisances for the maintenance for which the defendants 
were charged had been abated before the cases were called to trial, 
although not abated until after the cases had been submitted for 
prosecution. Inspectors' time spent in the police court amounted to 
78 working-days. 

Abatement of nuisances under assessment system. — Under the assess- 
ment system 199 notices were served on nonresident owners for the 
abatement of nuisances on property owned by them in the District 
of Columbia. In all but 5 cases these nuisances were abated by the 
owners without the necessity of further action by the commissioners. 
In the 5 cases in which the abatement was not done by the owners 
the District caused the necessary work to be done at a cost of $37. 
which was assessed as a tax against the property upon which the 
nuisance had existed. 

Printing offices. — During the year 143 inspections were made of 
printing offices, an average of one time for each office. Particular 
attention was given to composing rooms. During the year the 
sanitary and structural condition of many of these places were greatly 
improved. 

Hotel kitchens. — Sanitary inspections of hotel kitchens began in 
March, 1918, and during the year 31 inspections were made. The 
proprietors of these establishments responded to the suggestions made 
and cooperated with the health department to better conditions, with 
the result that more natural light has been provided, ventilation and 
structural conditions generally greatly improved, and equipment kept 
in better condition. 

Stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon houses, and 
sewage-disposal systems. — Stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl 
and pigeon houses, sewage-disposal systems, and lodging and tene- 
ment houses were registered during the year as shown in the table on 
page . 

Stables— During the year 877 inspections were made and 177 
nuisances discovered. The average frequency of an inspection of 
each stable was 0.6 times. 

Barber shops.— During the year 1 ,226 inspections of barber shops 
were made, an average frequency of 2.5 times per each barber shop. 

Laundries. — Inspections of laundries during the year number 1,434. 
The average frequency of inspection of each laundry was 0.5 times. 

Privies.— On June 30, 1918, there were registered in this District 

a P^r 0X1 i^ ately 2,733 P nvies > of which, however, 110 were in the city 
of Washington or in the suburbs adjacent thereto; 70 privies were 
abolished on notices served by the department, 5 by the operation 
of the board for the condemnation of insanitary buildings, and 10 for 
other causes. There were 2,066 inspections of privies, equivalent to 
each privy inspected 0.7 times during the year 
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In 22 places in which privies were located upon land belonging to 
nonresidents the inspector of plumbing, engineer department, was 
requested to have the necessary sewer and water connections made 
under the assessment system, so that the box privies might be re- 
moved. At the close of the fiscal year 9 of these premises had been 
so connected. 

Twenty-one permits for the maintenance of privies temporarily 
during building operations or other construction work were issued. 

Weeds. — Three nundred and sixty-eight notices were served during 
the year under the provisions of the weed law, of which 47 were 
notices under the assessment system. In each instance the non- 
resident owner caused the weeds to be cut and removed from the 
property. In the absence of a special force for the enforcement of 
this law it is impossible to enforce it in any substantial manner. 

Smoke inspection. — A statement showing the work of the sanitary 
inspector detailed to enforce the smoke law appears on page 22. 

Inspectors detailed. — During the year sanitary inspectors were 
detailed for clerical duty for periods amounting to 113 days. One 
clerk was detailed in the clerical service to the sanitary service for 
241 days. During the year no sanitary inspectors were detailed 
to the food service, nor were there any food inspectors detailed to 
the sanitary service. 

Contagious-disease service. — The time consumed by sanitary 
inspectors on duty in the contagious disease service during the year 
amounted to 181 days. 

Registration of vital statistics. — During the year 110 cases were 
investigated by sanitary inspectors in connection with the registration 
of births, involving the expenditure of approximately 10 working 
days.

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At the close of the preceding fiscal year one case was pending in 
the police court for violation of law regulating the hours of labor of 
females. Six violations were reported during the year and referred 
to the corporation counsel for prosecution. These cases were dis- 
posed of as follows: One case was nolle prossed, in two cases personal 
tonds were taken, and in three cases fines were imposed, and one 
case was standing at the close of the year. The amount of fines and 
forfeitures was $60. 

Overtime. — Sanitary inspectors, exclusive of the supervising officer, 
worked 1,256 hours overtime during the year, equal to 308 working 
days. 

Recommendations. — I renew my recommendations that the collec- 
tion and disposal of manure be under the supervision of the District 
authorities ; that the weed law be either repealed or some supervision 
made that will enable the health department to enforce it in a sub- 
stantial manner; that the act for the prevention of smoke and for 
other purposes, approved February 2, 1899, be amended so as to 
include railway locomotives, steamboats, and portable engines; and 
that regulations be promulgated looking toward the supervision of 
the baby farms and other places where children are being kept for pay.

REPORT OF CHIEF OF BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

October 21, 1918. 

Sm: I have the honor to submit herewith a report relative to vital 
statistics of the District of Columbia for the calendar year 1917, 
embraced chiefly in the accompanying tables. 

Population. — The population, according to the enumeration of the 
police department in the fall of 1917 was 395,947, an increase since 
the census of 1915 of 38,198. The white population was 293,329, 
showing an increase of 34,389; the colored, 102,618, an increase of 
3,809. There were 190,567 males and 205,380 females. 

It is to be regretted that Table 7, which considers mortality as to 
various statistical districts and comparative mortality with regard 
to alleys and streets, and its subdivisions could not be completed in 
time for this report and are therefore omitted from the statistical 
appendix. These omissions were made necessary on account of the 
loss of clerical assistance, occasioned by demands for war service and 
inability to fill the vacancies thus created. 

General mortality. — Deaths from all causes during the calendar 
year 1917 numbered 6,687, of which 4,070 were white persons and 
2,617 colored. The white deaths represent a death rate of 13.88, 
the colored death rate was 25.50, and the general rate 16.89.

Suicides. — Seventy-six persons committed suicide during 1917, of 
whom 67 were white and 9 colored. This number is 12 less than was 
recorded for the previous year. The various methods employed for 
self-murder were as follows: Twenty-three (22 white and 1 colored) 
used illuminating gas, 21 (18 white and 3 colored) used firearms, 
10 white and 3 colored committed suicide by means of poison, 6 white 
and 1 colored used cutting instruments, 5 white and 1 colored died 
by hanging, 5 white by drowning, and 1 white from jumping from a 
high place. 

As to the age of those who died by suicide, 3 were between 10 and 19 
years of age, 20 between 20 and 29 years, 13 between 30 and 39 years, 
17 between 40 and 49 years, 11 between 50 and 59 years, 9 between 
60 and 69 years, 2 between 70 and 79 years, and 1 between 80 and 89 

years. 

Suicides among married people were 30, unmarried 31, widowed 5, 
and those whose marital relation was unknown, 10. 

Suicides whose birthplace was the District of Columbia numbered 
15. Thirty-five were born in other parts of the United States, 11 were 
foreign born, and 15 were of those whose nativity was undetermined. 

Births. — There were 7,519 live births registered during 1917, of 
which 5,291 were white babies and 2,228 colored.
